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Bush Softens Tone on Iraq 


President cools bitter debate over war, defending his critics 


BEIJING I After fiercely defending his Iraq 
policy across Asia, President Bush abruptly 
toned down his attack on war critics Sunday 
and said there was nothing unpatriotic about 
opposing his strategy. 

“People should feel comfortable about 
expressing their opinions about Iraq,” 
Bush said, three days after agreeing with 
Vice President Dick Cheney that the critics 
were “reprehensible.” 

The president also praised Rep. John 
Murtha, D-Pa., as “afine man” andastrong sup- 
porter of the military despite the congressman’s 


call for troop withdrawal as soon as possible. 

Bush brought up the growing Iraq debate 
when he met reporters after inconclusive talks 
with President Hu Jintao about friction in U.S.- 
China relations. China was the most antici- 
pated stop on Bush’s weeklong visit, which 
has included Japan and South Korea. 

Thousands of miles from home. Bush 
and other White House officials have not let 
a day go by without a tough counterattack 
against Democratic critics of the president’s

White House Weighing Torture Ban 


Implications of Senates 
ban on torture being 
debated, Rumsfeld says 

WASHINGTON I The White House and 
senators are discussing the impli- 
cations of a Senate -passed ban on 
the torture of suspected terrorists 
in U.S. custody and what part, if 
any, of the proposal the adminis- 
tration might find acceptable, the 
Pentagon chief said Sunday. 

The Senate’s plan would restrict 
the techniques used to interrogate 
foreign terrorism suspects and ban 
“cruel, inhuman or degrading” treat- 
ment of anyone in U.S. custody. 
Those sections have drawn a veto 
threat from the White House. 

“There’s a discussion and debate 
taking place as to what the impli- 
cations might be and what is sup- 
portable and what is not,” Defense

Secretary Donald H. Rumsfeld said 
on ABC’s “This Week.” “But the fact 
of the matter is the president from 
the outset has said that he required 
that there be humane treatment.” 

The Senate measure also would 
require US. troops to follow inter- 
rogation procedures in the Army 
Field Manual. 

The administration says the 
proposal could tie the president’s 
hands in the fight against terror- 
ism and that U.S. anti-torture 
policy is sufficient. Vice President 
Dick Cheney is seeking to persuade 
Congress to exempt the CIA from 
any torture ban. 

Senators and representatives 
will try to reconcile differences 
in their versions of the legislation. 
The House has not dealt with the 
issue of the detention, interroga- 
tion or prosecution of terrorism 
suspects. (AP)

WASHINGTON | Defense Secretary 
Donald H. Rumsfeld on Sunday 
made no promises for a significant 
withdrawal of US. troops from Iraq 
next year, sticking to the Pentagon’s 
long-held assertion that Reid com- 
manders will determine when to 
begin a military drawdown. 


Citing the Dec. 15 elections 
in Iraq, Rumsfeld said troop lev- 
els would remain near 160,000. 
Depending upon conditions, troops 
then would return to pre-election 
levels of 138,000 as planned, he said. 

Debate in Congress over when to 
bring troops home turned bitter last 
week after a decorated Marine Corps 
veteran of the Vietnam War, Rep. 
JohnMurtha, D-Pa., called for troops 
to leave Iraq within six months. 
Republicans called Murtha’s position 


one of abandonment and surrender. 

Rumsfeld, appearing on Sunday 
news shows, suggested that talk of an 
early withdrawal encourages insur- 
gents and discourages US. troops. 

“The enemy hears a big debate 
in the United States, and they have 
to wonder maybe all we have to 
do is wait and we’ll win. We can’t 
win militarily. They know that. 
The battle is here in the United 
States,” he told “Fox News Sunday.”

U.S. Not Ready for Bird Flu 


Vaccine supply won’t 
meet needs if disease 
becomes pandemic 

WASHINGTON | The U.S. is unpre- 
pared for the next flu pandem- 
ic, lacking the manufacturing 
capacity to provide 300 million 
doses of a vaccine for three to five 
more years, Health and Human 
Services Secretary Mike Leavitt 
said Sunday. 

“What we all learned from 
[Hurricane] Katrina is that some- 
times we have to think very clearly 
about the unthinkable,” Leavitt said. 
“We’re not as prepared as we need 
to be. ...We will not have enough 
for everyone.” 

A strain of a bird flu that has 
killed 67 people in Asia has sparked 
concerns of a super-flu that could

kill millions worldwide, and U.S. 
officials acknowledge that the strain 
in its current form could reach here 
through a migratory bird. 

While stressing that chances 


remain slight, health experts say 
it could lead to a global pandem- 
ic if the bird flu mutates to start 
spreading easily among people. 

“We can’t put a number on how 
probable that’s going to be,” said Dr. 
Anthony Fauci, director of the infec- 
tious disease division of the National 
Institutes of Health. “It’s a low prob- 
ability. When the consequences are 
unimaginable, you must assume the 
worst- case scenario.” 

Added Dr. Michael Ryan of the 
World Health Organization: “This 
is certainly a dangerous virus, and 
it has crossed the species barrier 
now in 130 cases. We’re probably 
closer to a pandemic at any time 
in the last 37 years.” 

The US., which has not seen any 
signs of the strain in birds or people, 
has only enough doses now for 4.3 
million people, hopeyen(ap)

TACOMA, WASH. | A gunman opened 
fire inside a busy shopping mall 
Sunday, wounding at least six people 
and taking three others hostage in 
a music store before a SWAT team 
arrested him, authorities said. 

Witnesses described seeing a man 
walking backward through the mall, 
firing a rifle. At least six people were 
injured, one critically, as shoppers 
and store clerks scrambled for cover. 


Tacoma Police spokesman Mark 
Fulghum said the suspect was a 
young man, but he had no other 
details or possible motives. 

A SWAT team arrested him 
without firing a shot, and police 
were interviewing the victims 
and hostages to determine what 
happened during the nearly four 
hours he was inside, Fulghum said.

WASHINGTON I The views that 
Supreme Court nominee Samuel 
Alito expressed on voters’ repre- 
sentation in Congress 20 years ago 
could jeopardize his chances for the 
top U.S. court — and increased the 
possibility of a filibuster, a leading 
Democratic senator said Sunday. 

Sen. Joseph Biden, a member of 
the Senate Judiciary Committee, 
criticized Alito for comments on 
reapportionment — the drawing 
up of legislative districts — on a 
1985 application a position in the 
Reagan administration. 

“The fact that he questioned 
abortion and the idea of quotas is 
one thing. The fact that he ques-

Reconstruction after 
Katrina creates a 
boom town mentality 

GULFPORT, MISS. I Bonnie McNam- 
ara laughs when she talks about the 
two guys who separately offered to 
pump gas for her during a recent 
visit to a self-serve station in this 
hurricane -ravaged city. 

“We maybe devastated, but we’re 
not desperate,” the 31-year- old said 
of the surplus of single men who 
have crammed into this city to help 
rebuild the Mississippi coast. 

Gulfport and its neighboring 
towns — from Waveland in the 
west to Pascagoula in the east — 
were epicenters of destruction when 
Katrina came ashore Aug. 29. But 
more than two months later, with 
the reconstruction in full swing, 
Gulfport has the feel of a latter- 
day frontier boomtown. 

Traffic clogs the streets around 
the clock. A visit to the Wal-Mart at 
the intersection of U.S. Highway 49 
and Interstate 10 can feel like the 
final hours before a hurricane, with 
aisles jammed by shopping carts and 
45 -minute “express” checkout lines. 

About a quarter of the city’s 26,000 
housing units were destroyed or ren- 
dered uninhabitable by Katrina. The 
pre-storm population was 72,000, 


but officials have no idea how many 
people are living in the city now. 
Some residents left, while new- 
comers have crowded in searching 
for work. Residents are doubled up 
with fnends and relatives. Afewhave 
landed FEMA trailers. New arriv- 
als scramble for hotel rooms and 
apartments, or settle for tents. That 
leads to tension, stress — and worse. 

“People who work long, hard shifts, 
they get out, they want to let off a lit- 


tle steam,” said Gulfport Police Capt. 
Pat Pope, who heads the depart- 
ment’s narcotics division. “It’s the 
Wild West, Tombstone. . . . The streets 
are safe, things aren’t out of control, 
but we do have a drug problem.” 

While each day brings recov- 
ery another day closer, everyone 
acknowledges it will be months 
— if not years — before Gulfport 
returns to its relatively placid pre- 
storm pace, tim whitmire (ap)

Bush Wraps Up Asia Tour 

President wins no breakthroughs on Beijing trip 


BEIJING I President Bush pressed 
China to expand religious, politi- 
cal and social freedoms and won 
renewed promises — but no con- 
crete actions — from President Hu 
Jintao to open China’s huge markets 
to U.S. farmers and businesses. 

Hu said the two leaders sought 
an outcome of “mutual benefit and 
win-win results.” 

But their meeting Sunday at the 
Great Hall of the People on the edge 


of Tiananmen Square appeared to 
produce no breakthroughs on U.S. 
demands for currency reforms in 
China, and no details about how 
China would cut its trade surplus 
with the United States. 

Bush’s two-day China stop 
was the centerpiece of a weeklong 
Asia tour, which includes a stop in 
Mongolia Monday. 

A Chinese crackdown on dissi- 
dents before Bush arrived dismayed 


U.S. officials, and Secretary of State 
Condoleezza Rice said the U.S. side 
would continue to raise the issue 
“quite vociferously with the Chinese 
government.” 

Yet Bush took satisfaction in 
the fact that Hu mentioned human 
rights when the two leaders made 
joint statements to the press. 

“Those who watch China closely 
would say that maybe a decade ago, 
a leader wouldn’t have uttered those 
comments,” Bush said. “He talked 
about democracy.” (ap)

Stymied, Bush exaggerated a 
look of dismay and stood at mock 
attention. “I was trying to escape,” 
he said. “It obviously didn’t work.” 

An aide then appeared and

NAIROBI, KENYA I President Mwai 
Kibaki appealed to voters Sunday 
to turn out for Monday’s referen- 
dum on a draft constitution pro- 
posing how East Africa’s largest 
economy should be run and how 
much power Kenya’s president 
should have in the future. 

The current constitution was 
written in the lead-up to Kenya’s 
19 63 independence from Britain 
and has been revised repeatedly, 
creating a unified state and giv- 
ing the president sweeping pow- 
ers. Previous changes only altered 
parts of the charter, and no refer-

Israeli leader said to 
be leaving group over 
opposition to pullout 

JERUSALEM I Israel took two giant 
steps toward early elections when 
Prime Minister Ariel Sharon report- 
edly decided to quit his Likud Party 
and form a new movement, just 
hours after the moderate Labor 
Party voted to leave his coalition 
government. 

Likud activists said late Sunday 
that Sharon would leave the party

Advancing Israel’s election 
from the original November 2006 
date would likely sideline Mideast 
peace moves and counter whatever 
momentum was gained from Israel’s 
withdrawal from Gaza and part of 
the West Bank. 

Sharon is expected to take sev- 
eral prominent Likud Cabinet min- 
isters with him into his new party, 
along with some from Labor — pos- 
sibly including the ousted chairman, 
elder statesman Shimon Peres.

Gunbattle Marks 
Raid on Al Qaeda 


‘Highly unlikely that 
Zarqawi killed after 
U.S. aets on tip in Iraq 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I U.S. forces sealed 
off a house in the northern city of 
Mosul where eight suspected al 
Qaeda members died in a gunfight 
— some by their own hand to avoid 
capture. The White House said 
Sunday that it was “highly unlike- 
ly” that the terror leader Abu Musab 
al-Zarqawi was among the dead. 

Insurgents, meanwhile, killed an 
American soldier and a Marine in 
separate attacks over the weekend, 
and a British soldier was killed by a 
roadside bomb in the south. 

On Saturday, police Brig. Gen. 
Said Ahmed al- Jubouri said the raid 
was launched after a tip that top al 
Qaeda operatives, possibly including 
al-Zarqawi, were in the house. 

During the gunbattle that fol- 
lowed, three insurgents detonated 
explosives and killed themselves to 


avoid capture, Iraqi officials said. 
Eleven Americans were wounded, 
the U.S. military said. 

But Trent Duffy, a White 
House spokesman, said reports of 
al-Zarqawi’s death were “highly 
unlikely and not credible.” 

American soldiers controlled the 
site Sunday, and residents said heli- 
copters flew over the area through- 
out the day. Some residents said the 
tight security was reminiscent of 
the July 2003 operation in which 
Saddam Hussein’s sons, Odai and 
Qusai, were killed in Mosul. 

The elusive al-Zarqawi has nar- 
rowly escaped capture in the past. 
U.S. forces said they nearly caught 
him in a February 2005 raid that 
recovered his computer. 

The U.S. soldier killed Sunday 
near the capital was assigned to the 
Army’s Task Force Baghdad and was 
hit by small arms fire, the military 
said. The Marine died of wounds 
suffered the day before in Karmah.

Forging a Future in Bosnia 


10 years after Dayton 
pact, a divided nation 
faces its growing pains 

SARAJEVO, BOSNIA-HERZEGOVINA I 
Ten years after Bosnia’s bloodshed 
ended in a peace accord reached 
5,000 miles away in Dayton, Ohio, a 
bunch of Bosnian high schoolers set 
out to determine why their country 
is still dysfunctional. 

They soon discovered what a new 
generation of Bosnians has learned 
the hard way: Dayton was a road- 
map to peace, not a blueprint for 
the future. 

“Dayton may have worked at the 
time to stop the war, but its shelf 
life has expired,” said 15 -year- 
old Senad. “On the state level, we 
have three presidents and they 
don’t get along. Such a country

cannot work.” 

Brokered by the U.S., the accord 
was announced on Nov. 21, 1995, 
in Dayton. It ended a 1992-95 war 
among Muslims who call them- 
selves Bosniaks, Orthodox Serbs 
and Roman Catholic Croats that 
claimed 260,000 lives and drove 
another 1.8 million people from 
their homes. 


More than 1 million refugees 
have returned to their homes, and 
this week Bosnia is expected to sign 
an agreement to prepare it for its 
cherished long-term goal of joining 
the prosperous, democratic EU. 

The Dayton accord divided the 
nation of 3.2 million into two ethnic 
mini-states with broad autonomy, a 
shared parliament and government 
and a three-man presidency. 

Parallel or overlapping agen- 
cies compound Bosnia’s problems 
of poverty, corruption and 40 per- 
cent unemployment. 

A consensus has emerged that 
Bosnia has outgrown Dayton. 
“The current constitution of 
Bosnia is not really sufficient. If 
they want progress with Europe, 
they have to amend it,” said 
European analyst Tomas Markert.

Iran Votes 
To Block 
Inspectors 

TEHRAN, IRAN | Raising the stakes 
before a key vote by the U.N. nucle- 
ar agency, lawmakers approved a 
bill Sunday requiring the govern- 
ment to block inspections of atomic 
facilities if the agency refers Iran 
to the Security Council for possi- 
ble sanctions. 

The bill was favored by 183 of 
the 197 lawmakers present. The 
session was broadcast live on 
state -run radio four days before 
the International Atomic Energy 
Agency board considers referring 
Tehran to the Security Council for 
violating a nuclear arms control 
treaty. The council could impose 
sanctions. 

When the bill becomes law, as 
expected, it likely will strengthen 
the government’s hand in resisting 
international pressure to perma- 
nently abandon uranium enrich- 
ment activities.

Freeway Options Weighed 


Planners considering 
future use of elevated 
bypass in Georgetown 

WASHINGTON I Transportation offi- 
cials are exploring nearly 20 options 
as they deliberate the future of the 
Whitehurst Freeway. 

The proposed changes are wide- 
ranging for the elevated road that 
parallels the Potomac River, car- 
rying traffic around Georgetown. 
They include leaving the key com- 
muter route in place with some 
minor enhancements such as 
pedestrian walkways, or knock- 
ing it down and widening K Street, 
which runs directly below the hulk- 
ing structure. 

The ideas, officials said, were 
shaped in part by public input 
received at meetings and work- 


shops this past year as the city 
explores ways to improve the popu- 
lar Georgetown waterfront without 
making traffic problems worse. 

Built in 1949 when Georgetown 
was predominantly industrial, the 
Whitehurst Freeway was meant to 
link the Key Bridge to a citywide 
system of highways that was never 
built. Today, the %-mi\e structure 
carries an estimated 42,000 vehi- 
cles each weekday — many travel- 
ing from the suburbs to jobs down- 
town. 

At several open houses — the last 
of which is scheduled for Monday 
night — residents have been given 
a chance to view poster-board sized 
displays of aerial maps depicting 
what roads in the area could look 
like without the freeway. 

Many of the plans revolve around 
the same basic idea: diverting the

Book Chronicles 
Vanishing Islands 


SILVER SPRING, MD. I Thinking 
about buying a piece of island 
property with gorgeous views of 
the Chesapeake Bay? 

You might want to remember 
the Nanticoke Indians first. Or 
the English settlers who lived on 
the islands centuries ago but then 
moved to the mainland. Or the 
hunters who built lodges less than 
100 years ago before seeing their 
buildings wash away. 

In a new book, “The Disappear- 
ing Islands of the Chesapeake,” 
retired oceanographer William 
B. Cronin traces more than 500 
islands that once dotted the bay 
but are now completely or partial- 
ly under water. Cronin cruised the 
bay for 30 years as a research scien- 
tist for Johns Hopkins University in 
Baltimore and became increasingly 
interested in the people who used to 
live on bay islands but fled. 

Cronin, now 90 and living in 
Silver Spring, respects the water. 
“The sea always wins,” he repeats 
several times in an interview about 


the islands being lost to erosion and 
rising sea levels. 

The problem, Cronin said, is 
getting worse. The bay has risen a 
foot over the last century, lightning- 
quick change in geologic time. 

The changes are tiny — in some 
places measurable by just millime- 
ters a year — but the rising waters 
have eaten away 10,500 acres of 
Chesapeake Bay islands over the 
last 150 years, according to the 
Army Corps of Engineers. 

Cronin points to precarious bay 
outposts like Smith Island, accessi- 
ble only by boat and cherished as an 
old-time fishing community. Like 
residents of other islands centuries 
ago, Cronin said, the inhabitants of 
Smith Island will eventually have 
to relocate to the mainland. 

“In 20 years, I think most peo- 
ple will have left Smith Island,” he 
said. “Smith and Tangier [Island] 
were completely overrun in the 
last hurricane. Every storm wash- 
es a little more of them away.”

“With these (shopping compari- 
son) sites, I can ask lots of stupid 
questions in the privacy of my own 
home,” said Hanson. 

Yahoo Inc. runs Hanson’s favor- 
ite comparison site — just one of 
many free Internet services that 
churn out pricing guides and other 
tips about everything from iPod 
accessories to kitchen sinks. 


The comparison sites are 
expected to play a central role in 
the upcoming holiday shopping sea- 
son when Forrester Research pre- 


dicts some 2.5 million U.S. house- 
holds will buy merchandise online 
for the first time. 

All told, U.S. consumers are 


expected to spend $18 billion 
shopping on the Internet between 
Thanksgiving and Christmas, a 25 
percent increase from last year, 
Forrester estimates. 

Feeling the pinch of higher gas- 
oline and home heating bills, even 
consumers leery of Internet shop- 
ping are more likely to visit compari- 
son sites to help steer them toward 
nearby brick-and-mortar stores with 
the best deals, predicted e- com- 
merce analyst Heather Dougherty 
of Nielsen/NetRatings. 

All the major comparison sites 
are free to use; they generate rev- 
enue primarily from referral fees 
for sending customers to prospec- 
tive merchants.

R E D S K I N S I Warren Sapp presented 
the game ball to an emotional Norv 
Turner, who got to leave on time 
and without a second thought to 
the whim of Dan Snyder. 

Turner was victorious Sunday in 
his return to FedEx Field, leading 
his Oakland Raiders to a 16-13 vic- 
tory over the Washington Redskins, 
coming out on the winning side of 
the type of cliffhanger that never 
seemed to go his way when he was 
the head coach in the nation’s capi- 
tal for seven years.

TERPS FOOTBALL I Almost every goal 
the Maryland football team set for 
itself at the beginning of the season 
is no longer attainable. 

Two games into the season, the 
Terrapins gave up on the notion of 
going unbeaten. Their bid for a 10 - 
win season disappeared on Oct. 20 
with a loss to Virginia Tech, and 
all hope of playing in the Atlantic 
Coast Conference title game — and 
receiving a BCS bid — vanished a 
week later at Florida State. 

Maryland still had designs 
of playing in a prestigious bowl 
game before Saturday, when 
No. 23 Boston College took 
advantage of four turnovers in

System of a Down 
gives up the second 
half of a hit album 

MUSIC I How could the musical- 
ly uninhibited System of a Down 
release a record that’s not utterly 
surprising? By making “Hypnotize” 
(American Recordings/Columbia), 
a second collection of songs from 
the same studio sessions that pro- 
duced “Mezmerize.” 


That album moved the Los 
Angeles band’s idiosyncratic art- 
metal to a new level. This companion 
piece sustains that standard while 
asserting a distinct identity. 

“Hypnotize” has some of the cir- 
cus-is-in-town surrealism that links 
System to the Frank Zappa avant- 
rock tradition, but overall it’s more 
of a fundamental rock album. 

“We’re going down in a spiral to 
the ground/ No one, no one’s gonna 
save us now/ Where do you expect

us to go when the bombs fall?” they 
sing in the title song. Indeed, the 
album is streaked with apprehen- 
sion and anger, peaking with “Holy 
Mountains,” a stately centerpiece 
that mourns the Armenian geno- 
cide of the early 20th century. 

The music is packed with crazy 
cadences and unpredictable turns. 
It’s a measure of the band’s tenac- 
ity and integrity that what seemed 
like an impenetrable tongue when 
they introduced it seven years ago 
has become a universal language 
— you don’t have to dumb down

The New Wizard of Oz 


Gregory Maguire’s ‘Wicked’ rewrites fantasy 


REVISION I Gregory Maguire, author 
of the best-seller “Wicked: The Life 
and Times of the Wicked Witch of 
the West,” which inspired the hit 
Tony-nominated Broadway musi- 
cal, had originally thought he’d 
write about Adolf Hitler. 

It was the early 1990s and the 
first Gulf War had just started. 
Headlines such as “Saddam Hussein: 
The Next Hitler?” were splashed on 
the front pages of British newspa- 
pers. Maguire’s blood chilled. 

How can one person be so evil? 

“Stories begin to unfold once 
I have questions like that, usual- 


ly unanswerable questions,” said 
Maguire. 

That’s when the author turned 
to L. Frank Baum’s classic, “The 
Wonderful Wizard of Oz.” By fol- 
lowing the Yellow Brick Road, 
Maguire was able to use his cre- 
ative storytelling skills to examine 
corruption and oppression. 

“Wicked,” the novel, tells of a 
dark and oppressive Oz, where the 
Wizard’s secret police are every- 
where. The Wicked Witch, Elphaba, 
is an intellectual, revolutionary femi- 
nist, almost likeable despite becom- 
ing the villainous character done in

by Dorothy. 

“There’s very little about poli- 
tics in fantasy worlds,” Maguire 
said. “I thought this will be my 
contribution to the genre, if pos- 
sible — make it political, make it 
dirty, make it sexy.” 

Maguire didn’t think he’d return 
to Oz. But with events such as the 
Sept. 11 terrorist attacks and the Abu 
Ghraib prison scandal, he felt com- 
pelled to revisit the fantasyland. The 
sequel to “Wicked,” “Son of a Witch,” 
was published last month. The novel 
begins 10 years after “Wicked” ends 
and tells the story of a possible son 
of Elphaba, Liir, struggling with his 
identity and purpose. 

“I think mostly I’m wrestling 
with the demons in my own soul 
and if they can amuse and inter- 
est other people as pieces of fic- 
tion, I’m delighted,” said Maguire.

Pro video gamer is a 
real player, scoring 
titles, prize money 

Johnathan Wendel’s blue eyes stare 
raptly at the computer screen, his 
long, thin fingers gliding the mouse 
side to side as he moves through 
dark corridors of a video game 
where a lethal opponent lurks. 
Before long, seemingly without 
effort, he has annihilated his foe. 

Time to punch out. Another hard 
day at work. 

Welcome to the basement lair of 
the 24 -year-old Wendel, the man 
known and feared by aficionados of 
multiplayer games across the globe 
as “Fatality.” 

If you deign to think of video 
games as simply a childish pas- 
time, consider this professional 
game player. He collects a six-fig- 
ure salary, has his own brand of 
gaming merchandise and travels 
the world to compete — regarded 
by those in the know as one of the 
most gifted players of his kind. 

“It’s fun to play games for a liv- 
ing,” said Wendel. “Getting up every 
day is very easy.” 

If professional video gamers have 
a knight- errant. Fatality is he. 

As gaming leagues have developed 
and small fortunes are made in what 
has become a multibillion-dollar busi- 
ness, this lanky blond has become the 
face of what fans refuse to classify as 
anything other than a sport. 

“I’m doing something no one else 
has ever done before,” Wendel said 
during a break from practice for the 
Cyberathlete Professional League 
World Tour Grand Finals that begin 
Sunday in New York, where first 
place would win him a $150,000 
check. “I’m kind of a pioneer.” 

In social status terms, some 
may consider video gaming to be 
in a class with professional poker 
or competitive eating. 


But Wendel is among those who 
hope to see it become as American 
as, well, baseball. 

That idea horrifies some, 
as Angel Munoz found when 
he launched the Cyberathlete 
Professional League — the first 
organization of its kind — eight 
years ago. 

Munoz quit investment banking 
to follow his dream. He thought the 
league a great idea but couldn’t seem 
to even persuade his wife. 

“She said, ‘This is why you quit 
investment banking? To do this 
crazy thing?”’ he recalled. “I couldn’t 
convince even the gamers.” 

That’s beginning to change.

After years of trying, 
the recording industry 
still can’t stop piracy 

It’s been the better part of a decade 
since Napster and other free song- 
sharing services began scaring the 
daylights of the music industry. And 
still recording companies can’t find 
an effective anti-piracy technology 
to save their hides. 

The fact that so-called digital 
rights management might always 
be a doomed experiment became 
painfully clear with the fiasco that 
erupted after Sony BMG Music 
Entertainment added a technol- 
ogy known as XCP to more than 
50 popular CDs. 

After it was discovered that 
XCP opened gaping security holes 
in users’ computers — as did the 
method Sony BMG offered for 
removing XCP — Sony BMG was 
forced to recall the discs this week. 
Some 4.7 million had been made 
and 2.1 million sold. 


Factor in lawsuits that Sony 
BMG could face, and it’s worth won- 
dering whether the costs of XCP 
and its aftermath might even exceed 
whatever piracy losses the company 
would have suffered without it. 

That’s not even accounting for 
the huge public relations backlash 
that hit Sony BMG, the second-larg- 
est music label, half- owned by Sony 
Corp. and half by Bertelsmann AG. 


“I think they’ve set back audio CD 
protection by years,” said Richard 
M. Smith, an Internet privacy and 
security consultant. “Nobody will 


want to pull a ‘Sony’ now.” 

Phil Leigh, analyst for Inside 
Digital Media, said the debacle 
shows just how reluctant the labels

are to change their business model 
to reflect the distribution powers 
— good and bad — of the Internet. 
He believes that rather than adopt- 
ing technological methods to try to 
stop unauthorized copying of music, 
record companies need to do more 
to remove the incentive for piracy. 

“The biggest mistake the labels 
are making is, they’re letting their 
lawyers make technical decisions. 
Lawyers don’t have any better 
understanding of technology than a 
cow does algebra,” Leigh said. 

It’s easy to understand why 
the music industry wishes songs 
could magically be prevented 
from being ripped from CDs and 
shared freely. 

The industry has seen an esti- 
mated $2 billion overall decline 
in CD sales in the last five years. 
New digital services such as Apple 
Computer Inc.’s iTunes have made 
up some of that, but still account 
for just 6 percent of the industry’s 
global sales. 

The challenge has been to find 
an anti-piracy tool that works 
well enough to please the indus- 
try without overly annoying users, 
many of whom want to make legit- 
imate backup copies of their CDs 
and don’t like being assumed to be 
criminals. 

Sony BMG would not comment 
on whether it plans to explore digi- 
tal rights management techniques 
that are less intrusive than XCP.

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IN MANY WAYS, fashion is about 
following trends. Think of all the 
women wearing velvet shrunk- 
en blazers with slim-leg jeans 
and stacked-heeled boots, carry- 
ing a studded hobo handbag. It’s 
refreshing to see someone who 
breaks from the pack. 

Celebrities are turning to 
vintage so they don’t look like 
a cadre of clones, said Alison 
Houtte, who co-wrote the 
new book “Alligators, Old 
Mink & New Money: One 
Woman’s Adventures in 
Vintage Clothing.” “You see 
them wearing old Dior and 
Balenciaga — and getting a 
lot of attention.” 

“If I have a few pieces from 
my grandmother or mother, those 
are things that are with me forev- 
er and those people are with me 
forever,” said Houtte, a former 
model and owner of the vintage 
shop Hooti Couture in Brooklyn. 
“When I carry grandma’s evening 
bag, I get compliments and it’s such 
a good story. It’s a good conversa- 
tion piece,” Houtte said. “There’s an 
energy to vintage clothes.” 

Designer Jill Stuart’s upcoming 
spring collection looks like it was 
discovered in an antique trunk in 
the attic of a charming Victorian 
home. Stuart has been a vintage 


aficionado for years and has more 
than 100,000 pieces — some dating 
back to 1880 — in her collection. She 
has particular soft spots for cock- 
tail dresses, shoes, perfume bottles 
and vintage wallpapers. 

Details from those pieces work 
their way into her new garments. 
“I get my inspiration mainly from 
the artisan qualities, shapes, fabrics, 
prints and construction of many of 
these pieces, which is a challenge 
to manufacture today, and then I 
interpret many of them in a mod- 


ern way,” Stuart said. 

People are drawn to different 
vintage pieces for all sorts of rea- 
sons — emotional, financial and 
personal style, among them. 

One of Houtte’s favorite items is 
an alligator handbag with feet and 
head. “Some people call it roadkill 
and others call it chic.” 

Eric Hagmueller, director of 
retail operations for Manhattan’s 
City Opera Thrift store, offered a bit 
of advice for vintage virgins: Don’t 
determine size by the number writ- 


ten on the label. “Sizes have shifted, 
mostly getting bigger. An 8 before 
isn’t an 8 now.” 

The general standard for vin- 
tage pieces is that the garments 
are in good, wearable condition. 
Things mostly are sold “as is” 
and customers should carefully 
examine pieces before buying 
them. Check to see if the origi- 
nal label is intact, too. If it is, it’s 
a sign the piece came from a rep- 
utable manufacturer or designer.
